Harvest season resumes 


after week-long shut down

Farmers in the area are hoping 
the dry, cool weather stays around 
for a few weeks, giving them time 
to get back into production.

Two other heavy rain- 
falls since then have also raised 
the-water tables and the latest storm 
dumped 4 to 7 inches in the Glades.

Welcome to the dry season in 
Florida. That wonderful five 
month stretch characterized by 
cool nights, mild days and very 
little rain. 

For those of us who call this 
‘Place home, the dry season has 
been slow in coming. This past

week's heavy rains (up to 9 
inches in some parts of our 
area) made it the wettest 
December in history. Our yearly 
total of over 85 inches means 
it's the second wettest 12 morith 
period since we've been keeping 
records.

But, 
before you get to comfortable 
with that; thought let me burst 
your bubble with the latest 
from Dr. Bill Gray. Call him the 
Grinch who stole Christmas. 

Dr. Gray is a professor of 
atmospheric science at Colorado 
State University who has 
become well known for his fore- 
casting ability. Dr. Gray doesn't 
"forecast rain or snow or even 
changes in temperatures. What 
he does predict is hurricanes 
and he's the best in the busi- 
ness. 

He is so good.that he can.pre- 
dict the number of hurricanes 
and tropical storms months. 
before they even develop. That's 
why I'm calling him à Grinch.

the hurricane séason is over six 
months away, yet.Dr. Gray has 
issued his forecast for 1995. A 
prediction you're not, going to 
like. 

Dr. Gray thinks the 1995 sea- 
son will be "extremely active." 
Specifically, he is forecasting 12 
named storms, eight hurricanes 
and three major hurricanes 
"This year, more of the factors 
we use to issue our forecast 
point to an active season than 
we've seen since the active 
years of 1988 and 1989," Dr. 
Gray said. 

Dr. Gray's forecasts are for 
tropical systems that form in 
the Atlantic Basin, the region 
that imelades the Atlantic 
Ocean, the Caribbean Sea and 
the Gulf of Mexico. His forecast 
does nót predict where the 
storms will make landfall. 

However, on the average the 
U.S. coastline is struck by at 
least one hurricane each year. 
Florida has been hit more often 


than any other state (58 times. 


this century!). So, when Dr. 
Gray says we'll see more storms 
in the Atlantic Basin all of us in

1995 hurricane season forecast is very active 


Florida should be concerned. 
Dr. Gray and his research 
team use five primary factors in 


their hurricane forecast: the ~; 


strength or weakness of the El 
Nino, the direction of winds 
near the equator at 68,000 to 
75,000 feet, rainfall in West 
Africa, temperature and pres- 
sure readings in West Africa 
and pressure readings in the 
Atlantic Ocean and Caribbean 
Sea. * 

Dr. Gray says several of those 
factors point to increased hurri- 
cane activity in 1995. "Chief. 
among these factors is the long- 
anticipated dissipation of the El 
Nino which I think will occur in 
the spring or early summer," 
Dr. Gray said. 

If Dr. Gray is right (and he 
usually is) it means 1995 will 
be a busy year in the tropics. 
And, a potentially.devastating 
one. We all remember what 
Tropical Storm Gordon did to 
our area. Well, Gordon was a 
weak storm. Imagine what a 
hurricane, a category three hur- 
ricane with 115 mile per hour 
winds, might do to our area. 

See what I mean? Dr. Gray is 
the Grinch-who stole Christ-
